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RECORD  WORLD  SUGAR  CROP 
EXPECTED  IN  1972-73 

Sugar 

World  output  of  centrifugal  sugar  (raw  value)  is 
now  forecast  to  be  74.4  million  metric  tons  (82 
million  short  tons)  during  1972-73,  compared  with 
the  previous  record  crop  of  71.6  million  in  1969-70. 
The  1971-72  crop  of  70.6  million  tons  was  not  a 
record  as  had  been  expected  in  earlier  forecasts. 
Because  of  sluggish  world  output  for  several  years, 
coupled  with  rising  world  consumption,  carryover 
stocks  decreased.  Production  will  be  less  than  con- 
sumption requirements  again  in  1972-73  and  stocks 
will  be  further  reduced.  The  current  high  world  price 
levels  for  sugar  will  probably  encourage  growers  to 
expand  acreage  for  the  1973-74  season. 

During  1972-73,  cane  sugar  production  will  be  an 
estimated  44.3  million  tons,  about  4  million  tons 
more  than  the  year  before.  Beet  sugar  production  of 
30.1  million  tons  during  1972-73  is  about  the  same  as 
last  year.  Cuba's  sugar  crop  will  probably  be  larger 
this  year  than  last  since  the  weather  has  been  more 
favorable  for  the  1972-73  crop.  The  USSR's  crop  will 
be  above  last  year  despite  drought  in  some  areas.  The 
U.S.  crop  also  will  be  up  due  to  a  better  continental 
cane  harvest.  Brazil  is  likely  to  have  a  bigger  crop 
since  production  quotas  have  been  increased  to  take 
advantage  of  high  world  prices.  The  Dominican 
Republic,  Mexico,  Australia,  India,  the  Philippines, 
and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  will  also  have  larger 
cane  crops. 

Reduced  production  is  expected  in  Western 
Europe  where  there  was  cold,  damp  weather  in  the 
early  part  of  the  growing  season.  All  of  the  major 
producers  including  France,  West  Germany,  Italy,  and 
the  United  Kingdom  are  believed  to  have  smaller 
harvests. 


World  noncentrifugal  sugar  output  is  forecast  to  be 
10.2  million  metric  tons  in  1972-73,  almost  identical 
with  last  year.  No  change  in  output  is  expected  in 
India,  the  major  producing  country. 

Industrial  molasses  production  is  also  expected  to 
reach  a  new  record  level  during  1972-73.  Output  will 
be  up  in  all  areas  except  Western  Europe. 

North  and  South  America 

Argentina.  Argentina's  production  is  forecast  to 
recover  to  about  1.1  million  metric  tons  in  1972-73, 
following  the  rather  poor  harvests  of  1970-71  and 
1971-72.  Sugarcane  area  was  expanded  by  over  10 
percent  and  the  weather  has  been  favorable  for  the 
1972-73  crop.  An  export  quota  of  135,000  tons  has 
been  established  for  the  1972-73  crop  while  the  25 
percent  export  retention  tax  was  eliminated  on 
October  2,  1972.  The  Argentine  sugar  industry  is 
planning  for  increased  plantings  and  exports  in  the 
next  few  years. 

Brazil.  Brazilian  sugar  production  is  expected  to 
reach  6  million  metric  tons  during  1972-73,  com- 
pared with  5.4  million  the  previous  year.  Domestic 
consumption  will  be  an  estimated  63  million  bags, 
allowing  37  million  bags  available  for  export.  During 
calendar  1972,  sugar  export  earnings  are  forecast  to 
be  U.S.  $400  million,  more  than  double  last  year,  and 
probably  making  sugar  second  to  coffee  as  an  earner 
of  foreign  exchange. 

The  Sugar  and  Alcohol  Institute  has  authorized 
production  quotas  of  95  million  bags  with  63  million 
allotted  to  South  Central  Brazil  and  32  million  for 
the  Northeast.  The  Institute  is  expected  to  increase 
these  quotas  as  new  export  markets  develop.  Re- 
portedly, many  of  the  small  mills  are  merging  with 
larger  mills.  A  new  modernized  facility  for  handling 
export  sugar  has  recently  been  put  into  operation  in 
the  Northeast.  Under  the  new  uniform  sugar  pricing 
system,   the  subsidy  paid   will  again  be  at   the  full 


amount  of  the  announced  rate  during  the  1972-73 
sugar-marketing  year.  The  rate  will  be  eliminated 
gradually  in  subsequent  years. 

Canada.  Production  is  believed  to  be  reduced  in 
1972-73  according  to  preliminary  estimates.  Output 
of  centrifugal  sugar  in  1972-73  is  now  forecast  at 
1  16,000  metric  tons,  15  percent  below  a  year  earlier. 
This  decrease  was  due  to  both  reduced  acreage  and 
poor  weather  which  lowered  yields.  Imports  are 
expected  to  be  up  because  of  the  reduced  output. 

Colombia.  Sugar  output  continues  to  increase  in 
Colombia  and  1972-73  will  not  be  an  exception.  It  is 
expected  that  1972-73  production  will  reach  840,000 
metric  tons,  well  above  the  793,000  produced  in 
1971-72.  Sugar  exports  will  also  increase  to  about 
220,000  metric  tons  in  1972-73,  20  percent  above 
the  year  before.  Most  of  this  will  be  sold  on  the  world 
market. 

Sugar  continues  to  benefit  from  a  1 5  percent 
export  subsidy  in  Colombia  as  it  is  still  considered  a 
minor  export  commodity.  Colombian  sugar  is  com- 
petitive on  the  world  market. 

Cuba.  Cuba's  output  of  sugar  was  reduced  by 
drought  during  1971-72  and  amounted  to  around  4.4 
million  metric  tons,  according  to  recent  announce- 
ments by  certain  Government  officials.  This  compares 
with  earlier  estimates  of  3.8  million  tons  for  1971-72. 
Since  the  weather  in  Cuba  has  been  somewhat  more 
favorable  for  sugar,  it  is  predicted  that  the  1972-73 
harvest  will  be  larger,  possibly  as  much  as  5.5  million 
tons.  Cuba  was  unable  to  supply  its  usual  amount  to 
the  USSR  from  the  1971-72  crop  and  may  have 
difficulty  in  meeting  Russia's  needs  from  the  1972-73 
harvest  that  is  just  beginning. 

Dominican  Republic.  Output  will  likely  be  up 
slightly  in  1972-73  in  response  to  world  prices.  There 
has  been  a  rapid  expansion  in  the  area  devoted  to 
sugarcane  which  has  accounted  for  most  of  increase 
in  production.  Local  consumption  is  increasing  at 
about  1 1  percent  per  year,  but  the  rise  in  production 
is  allowing  exports  to  be  increased.  Stocks  were  cut 
nearly  in  half  during  1972  and  a  further  decline  is 
forecast  for  1973. 

A  bill  has  been  enacted  that  allows  the  President 
of  the  Dominican  Republic  to  approve  increased 
sugarcane  areas  whenever  the  national  economy 
would  benefit  from  international  market  conditions. 
Another  law,  signed  on  September  28,  1972,  states 
that  78,000  acres  of  national  land  will  be  dedicated 
to  the  growing  of  sugarcane  under  the  land  reform 
program. 

Guadeloupe.  Output  is  expected  to  partially  re- 
cover in  1972-73  from  the  poor  crop  of  the  year 
!icton.-  when  dry  weather  killed  and  stunted  cane.  The 
furocavt  is  for  120,000  metric  tons  of  centrifugal 
siiyar  i.i  1972-73.  Although  the  French  West  Indies 
no  longer  has  a  U.S.  sugar  quota,  Guadeloupe 
(through  France)  has  a  quota  of  180,000  metric  tons 


per  year  in  the  European  Economic  Community  (EC) 
and,  therefore,  has  a  guaranteed  market  for  all  of  its 
exportable  sugar  at  the  present  time.  Current  Govern- 
ment plans  call  for  an  exportable  surplus  of  200,000 
tons  in  3-5  years  through  such  poUcies  as  making  land 
available,  long-term  credit,  and  subsidies. 

Mexico.  Some  increase  in  output  is  forecast  for 
1972-73.  About  2.7  million  metric  tons  will  probably 
be  produced  in  1972-73,  compared  with  2.5  million 
tons  in  1971-72.  Although  domestic  consumption  is 
rising,  Mexico  has  tended  to  meet  U.S.  quota  in- 
creases. No  significant  shipments  have  been  made 
against  Mexico's  International  Sugar  Agreement 
quota  since  1968. 

Two  new  mills  are  being  built  and  are  expected  to 
be  in  full  operation  within  3  years,  although  existing 
mills  are  operating  30  percent  below  capacity.  New 
land  for  additional  production  will  account  for  only 
about  half  of  the  present  unused  capacity. 

Peru.  Peru's  1972-73  sugar  production  is  forecast 
at  966,000  metric  tons,  48,000  tons  above  the  year 
before.  Although  the  planted  area  will  not  increase,  it 
is  forecast  that  more  area  will  be  harvested.  Reports 
indicate  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  technicians  for 
Peru's  new  sugar  cooperatives,  but  it  is  not  antici- 
pated that  this  will  greatly  affect  production.  There  is 
some  discussion  of  making  experimental  plantings  of 
sugarcane  in  the  eastern  jungle  area.  In  addition  to 
the  U.S.  quota,  20,000  metric  tons  of  sugar  were 
earmarked  for  delivery  to  Chile  during  the  last  3 
months  of  1972. 

Trinidad  and  Tobago.  Output  is  expected  to 
increase  just  slightly  in  1972-73.  The  historical 
pattern  shows  that  sugar  production  has  been  cy- 
clical, but  has  not  trended  upward.  In  order  to 
encourage  production,  the  Government  raised  the 
support  price  from  TT$  1 4  in  1971  to  TT$  1  8  in  1972 
gross  per  long  ton. 

Europe 

Belgium-Luxembourg.  Production  is  expected  to 
be  reduced  to  742,000  metric  tons  in  1972-73,  down 
from  the  933,000  tons  produced  in  1971-72.  Because 
of  the  unfavorable  weather  conditions  prevailing  over 
much  of  Europe  during  the  planting  and  growing 
season,  the  average  yield  of  the  sugarbeet  crop  will  be 
reduced,  as  well  as  the  sugar  content.  As  a  result, 
there  will  be  a  smaller  exportable  surplus  from  the 
1972-73  crop. 

France.  French  sugar  production  will  be  down  in 
1972-73  due  mainly  to  cool  weather.  Output  will 
total  about  2.9  million  metric  tons  compared  with 
the  1971-72  production  of  3.2  million  tons.  The 
output  reduction  will  come  in  spite  of  increased 
acreage.  However,  increased  prices  should  do  much  to 
alleviate  the  situation  during  1972-73  for  both 
producers  and  the  sugar  industry. 


Producer  taxes  are  deducted  from  the  producer 
price  and  will  be  at  about  the  same  level  in  1972-73, 
while  social  insurance  deductions  will  increase.  Inter- 
vention prices  in  the  EC  will  now  increase  after  being 
at  the  same  level  for  3  years.  The  Minister  of 
Agriculture  recently  announced  that  France  must 
keep  increasing  sugar  production. 

Italy.  Sugar  output  will  decline  slightly  in 
1972-73  and  imports  will  be  larger.  The  weather  was 
too  wet  during  planting  and  harvesting.  Total  sugar- 
beet  production  was  not  effected,  but  the  quantity  of 
sugar  content  was  hurt  by  the  weather.  Acreage  was 
also  down  slightly.  Imports  during  1972-73  may 
reach  500,000  metric  tons,  9  percent  above  last  year. 

The  Italian  Sugarbeet  Growers'  Association  ex- 
pects the  EC  annual  production  quota  of  1.23  million 
metric  tons  to  remain  unchanged  in  1972-73.  The 
average  income  from  good  land  in  1972-73  is  U.S. 
$860  per  hectare,  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier.  Both 
wholesale  and  retail  prices  have  been  up  in  1 972  over 
the  year  before  because  of  higher  wages  and  other 
production  costs. 

Poland.  Output  will  increase  significantly  in 
1972-73  since  the  weather  has  been  favorable  and 
acreage  is  greater.  Sugar  content,  however,  is  lower, 
partially  offsetting  increased  beet  production.  The 
1972-73  sugar  campaign  (harvesting  and  processing) 
was  started  earlier  than  usual  because  of  the  size  of 
the  crop  and  predictions  of  an  early  frost,  and  is 
expected  to  last  125  days.  Recent  reports  said  that 
any  processing  over  100  days  is  unprofitable.  The 
producer  price  has  been  increased  for  1973  for  the 
first  time  since  1960.  The  basic  price  has  been  raised 
from  Zl  600  per  metric  ton  to  Zl  660  for  the  two 
highest  sugar  containing  varieties  and  to  Zl  620  for  all 
others.  However,  the  policy  apparently  remains  to 
meet  domestic  needs,  to  have  a  small  surplus  for 
earning  hard  currency,  and  to  import  small  amounts 
from  Cuba. 

United  Kingdom.  U.K.  sugar  output  will  be  down 
in  1972-73,  following  the  record  1971-72  production. 
Dry,  cool  weather  reduced  sugarbeet  production  and 
sugar  content  will  not  be  up  enough  to  counteract  the 
smaller  beet  crop.  Sugar  supplies  are  expected  to 
decline  in  1972-73  since  imports  are  not  likely  to 
increase  much.  The  U.K.  sugar  industry  is  said  to  be 
eagerly  awaiting  British  entry  into  the  EC  on  the 
grounds  that  it  will  be  able  to  expand  production 
significantly  thereafter.  Under  the  present  Common- 
wealth Sugar  Agreement,  contract  acreage  is  some- 
what restricted,  although  beets  from  an  additional 
25,000  acres  will  be  accepted  in  1973. 

USSR.  It  appears  that  the  USSR's  output  will 
again  be  below  normal  in  1972-73  but  not  as  low  as 
in  1971-72.  This  year  Russia  had  severe  drought  in 
the  North  Caucasus  and  Eastern  Ukraine.  However, 
the  crop  is  believed  more  normal  in  the  more 
important  Western    Ukraine   and   in   Moldavia.   Last 


year,  the  Soviet  Union  was  forced  to  purchase  sugar 
on  the  world  market  beginning  in  December  1971, 
although  Cuba  is  usually  the  only  source  of  imports. 
This  could  happen  again  this  year  despite  an  an- 
nouncement by  the  Soviet  Government  last  summer 
that  no  sugar  will  be  purchased  from  Western 
countries  during  1972-73. 

West  Germany.  In  1972-73,  lower  sugar  content 
will  offset  the  larger  planted  acreage.  No  significant 
changes  are  expected  in  West  Germany's  trade  or 
stocks  of  sugar.  Farmers  will  likely  get  smaller  income 
from  sugarbeet  plantings  despite  the  higher  market 
prices  approved  earlier  in  the  year.  Production  is  not 
expected  to  expand  greatly  in  the  near  future. 

Asia  and  Oceania 

Australia.  A  further  increase  in  sugar  production 
is  expected  for  1972-73  in  Australia  and  will  set 
another  new  record  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  The 
weather  for  the  1972-73  harvest  has  been  excellent 
and  both  the  yield  of  cane  and  the  sugar  content  are 
high.  Consumption  is  not  rising  rapidly  in  Australia 
and  prospects  are  for  increased  exports.  The  talked- 
about  development  of  a  beet-sugar  industry  in 
Tasmania  has  failed  to  materialize  and  the  emphasis 
continues  to  be  on  improving  the  existing  industry. 

India.  Some  recovery  from  the  extremely  poor 
crop  of  1971-72  is  forecast  during  the  current  year. 
Plantings  of  cane  are  up  as  a  result  of  higher  cane 
prices  received  by  growers  during  1971-72.  However, 
drought  in  several  States  affected  yields  and  pre- 
vented a  substantial  increase  in  output. 

Exports  are  expected  to  be  limited  to  the  prefer- 
ential markets  of  the  United  States  and  the  United 
Kingdom  in  1973,  the  same  as  in  1972.  Exports 
under  the  quotas  of  the  International  Sugar  Agree- 
ment will  probably  remain  suspended.  Domestic 
consumption  of  mill  sugar  has  been  curtailed  and 
prices  are  rising  accordingly.  The  carryover  from 
1971-72  was  extremely  small. 

India's  mill  capacity  is  being  increased  according 
to  the  Fourth  Plan  and  reached  3.9  million  tons  by 
the  beginning  of  the  1 972-73  season.  It  is  to  reach  4.7 
million  tons  by  1973-74.  Uncertainty  over  the  pro- 
posed nationalization  of  the  Indian  sugar  industry 
continues. 

Iran.  Iran  is  gradually  approaching  self-sufficiency 
in  sugar  production,  in  line  with  the  next  5-year  plan 
(1973-78).  Output  will  reach  around  625,000  metric 
tons  in  1972-73  and  imports  will  be  down  to  the 
50,000  ton  level. 

Japan.  Because  of  extremely  favorable  weather, 
the  sugar  harvest  will  be  large.  Production  has  been 
rising  but  imports  will  continue  to  furnish  the  bulk  of 
Japan's  consumption  needs.  Beginning  in  1972-73, 
the  Ryukyu  Islands  including  Okinawa  will  be  in- 
cluded in  Japan's  production  statistics  as  the  area 
rejoined  Japan  on  May  15,  1972. 


Pakistan.  Pakistan's  sugar  production  is  expected 
to  recover  somewhat  in  1972-73.  The  1970-71 
harvest  was  revised  downward  to  allow  for 
Bangladesh  (formerly  East  Pakistan)  leaving  Pakistan. 
Sugar  output  in  1972-73  will  be  up  due  to  the 
incentive  of  high  open-market  prices.  The  goal  of  the 
Government  is  to  attain  self-sufficiency  in  sugar 
production.  This  is  to  be  accomplished  by:  (1)  Fixing 
prices,  (2)  opening  purchasing  centers,  (3)  sugar  mill 
committees,  (4)  mills  returning  sugar  to  the  cane 
growers,  (5)  a  capacity  tax  on  sugar  mills,  and 
(6)  establishing  new  sugar  mills. 

Philippines.  Output  in  1972-73  will  probably  in- 
crease from  the  low  crop  of  1971-72.  Floods  hit  the 
Central  Luzon  area,  but  a  bumper  crop  is  expected  on 
the  more  important  sugar  island  of  Negros. 

Harvested  area  had  been  rising  until  this  year  when 
fields  were  inundated  on  Luzon.  The  President  of  the 
Philippines  has  declared  it  preferable  to  extend  the 
Laurel-Langley  Agreement  (whereby  special  conces- 
sions are  made  to  the  PhOippines  by  the  United 
States)  when  it  expires  in  July  1974.  Failing  this, 
long-term  sugar  quotas  under  special  legislation  from 
the  U.S.  Congress  will  be  sought. 

Republic  of  China  (Taiwan).  A  larger  crop  is 
forecast  for  1972-73  due  to  increased  acreage  and 
favorable  weather  to  date.  However,  greater  domestic 
consumption  will  prevent  any  significant  expansion  in 
exports  from  the  1972-73  crop.  The  Taiwan  Sugar 
Corporation  is  using  a  variety  of  incentives  to 
encourage  contract  farmers  to  produce  more  sugar- 
cane. 

Thailand.  Thailand  has  succeeded  in  expanding 
sugar  production  and  exports  have  risen  to  the 
250,000  metric  ton  level.  Production  reached  a 
record  in  1971-72,  but  will  decline  slightly  in 
1972-73. 

Africa 

Kenya.  Output  will  be  down  considerably  during 
1972-73,  while  consumption  is  rising  rapidly.  There- 
fore, imports  will  exceed  production  for  the  first  time 
in  several  years.  Drought,  fires  in  cane  fields,  and 
mismanagement  have  been  instrumental  in  the  reduc- 
tion. Since  sugar  will  not  be  available  from  Uganda,  it 
is  expected  that  1972-73  imports  will  probably  come 
from  Eastern  Europe  and  India  and  may  total  about 
140,000  metric  tons. 


Republic  of  South  Africa.  The  forecast  is  that  the 
1972-73  harvest  will  be  even  larger  than  the  record 
1971-72  crop.  Good  weather  coupled  with  increased 
productivity  were  mainly  responsible  for  the  recovery 
of  the  last  2  years.  Some  sugar  land  is  being  lost  to 
development.  In  the  future  more  of  South  Africa's 
sugar  may  be  grown  by  small  African  farmers. 

Molasses 

Australia.  Molasses  production  will  be  an  esti- 
mated 493,000  metric  tons  in  1972-73,  slightly  below 
a  year  earlier.  Although  stocks  will  decUne,  domestic 
consumption  requirements  will  increase  resulting  in 
smaller  export  availabilities  during  1972-73. 

Dominican  Republic.  Output  of  molasses  will 
continue  to  increase  in  1972-73.  This  is  in  line  with 
expanded  sugarcane  acreage  and  production.  Molasses 
exports  also  are  rising  and  should  reach  65  million 
gallons  in  calendar  1973,  compared  with  an  estimated 
60  million  gallons  in  1 972. 

France.  Production  of  molasses  is  likely  to  de- 
crease in  1972-73  because  of  reduced  beet  supplies. 
France  has  traditionally  exported  more  molasses  than 
it  imported,  but  the  reverse  will  probably  be  true  in 
1972-73. 

Mexico.  Mexico's  molasses  output  remains  rela- 
tively stationary  as  are  its  exports.  Mexico  is  a  huge 
molasses  exporter  and  will  likely  continue  to  be  a 
large  world  supplier.  Domestic  molasses  consumption 
shows  little  tendency  to  increase. 

Netherlands.  The  Netherlands  imports  much  more 
molasses  than  it  produces  or  exports.  However,  it  is 
reported  that  imports  decreased  to  278,000  metric 
tons  in  the  first  7  months  of  1972  due  to  high 
molasses  prices  and  storage  costs.  The  domestic 
production  is  used  almost  entirely  for  industrial 
purposes  while  part  of  the  imports  are  reexported. 

Philippines.  Production  will  increase  somewhat  in 
1972-73,  but  more  domestic  consumption  will  result 
in  reducing  exports  to  an  estimated  580,000  metric 
tons  in  1972-73.  The  increased  consumption  reflects 
larger  molasses  usage  for  the  manufacture  of  alcohol. 

Republic  of  South  Africa.  A  small  production 
increase  is  forecast  for  1972-73,  but  consumption  will 
also  rise,  therefore,  exports  will  stay  about  the  same. 

Thailand.  Molasses  output  is  rising  along  with 
sugar  production.  Thailand's  molasses  exports  are 
increasing  rapidly  and  should  total  about  250,000 
metric  tons  in  1 972-73,  14  percent  above  last  year.
